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Sheely's Injunction 
Halts Enforcement 
Of44-Hr.WeekLaw 


Harrisburg, Feb. 16 (AP). 


—Pennsylvania's state gov- 
ernment was prohibited today 
from enforcing its new gener- 
al 44-hour-week law which 
has applied since January 3 to 
considerably 
more than a 


million male workers. 


An injunction was granted 


by the Dauphin county court 
in a taxpayer's suit, restrain- 
ing the Department of Labor 
and Industry from spending 
any more time or money to 
make firms comply, until the 
constitutionality of act is set- 
tled by the state Supreme 
court. 


Judge Sheely's Decision 


The suit did not affect the 44- 


hour-week law for women which 
has been on the statutes since 
September l without any legal con- 
test. 


The injunction was granted in a 


taxpayer's suit brought by a Perry 
county grocer. C. W. Miller. 


Judge W. C. Sheely. of Adams 


county, who heard the case, said 
in his 
decision the injunction 


would remain in 
effect 
"until 


further hearing or a further order" 
of the court. 


The court instructed Secretary of 


Labor and Industry Ralph M. Ba- 
shore and the industrial board 
which administers the act, to re- 
frain from "employing their time 
or the time of their employes or 
representatives and from spending 
or causing to be expended any of 
the funds of the commonwealth for 
the enforcement of the act." 


An appeal by the state to the Su- 


preme court was considered a mat- 
ter of course. 


Judge Sheely pointed out that "it 


cannot pass finally upon the con- 
stitutionality of the 
statute until 


after the defendant has filed an 
answer to the plaintiff's bill. The 
''question of the right of the. court 
vto issue preliminary injunctions re- 
straining public officials from per- 
forming their duties imposed by a 
statute 
alleged to be unconstitu- 


tional, however, has been so fre- 
quently raised and determined that 
It should now be free from doubt." 


Act Passed Last Year 


The act, passed by the 1937 Leg- 


islature, became effective December 
1. Bashore, however, allowed busi- 
ness a month's grace to get ready 
for it. 


Meantime, Holgate Brothers' Man- 


ufacturing company of Kane, started 
a court test, claiming the act im- 
posed "undue" hardships. Some 700 
other firms joined in that suit and 
Judge William M. Hargest ruled that 
they would be exempt from the law's 
provisions during' the litigation. 


The taxpayer's suit then was in- 


stituted, seeking a state-wide injunc- 
tion. 


During arguments in that case, 


Deputy Attorney General Edward 
Friedman told the court that the 
department "has not nor does it in- 
tend to" spend much time in enforc- 
ing: the law which affected between 
one and two million workers.

9 Companies Fight $120,000 
M'Sherrystown Catholic H. S. 
Fire 4 Hours; Caus e Unknown 


Fire that started in the basement of the structure com- 


pletely destroyed St. Mary's Central Catholic high school in 
McSherrystown early this morning with a loss estimated be- 
tween $110,000 and $120,000. 


Nine fire companies with 13 pieces of apparatus from 


nearby York and Adams county communities battled the 
blaze for more than four hours before it was brought under 
control about 5:30 o'clock this morning. Several times St. 
Mary's Catholic church and rectory, less than 50 feet from 
the school building, seemed certain to fall prey to the flames. 


The building- had accommodated 600 students. 
School 


authorities said today no arrangements have yet been made 
to provide new school quarters or renew classes. 


Two McSherrystown firemen were injured fighting the 


fire and both were treated by a Hanover physician who said 
their hurts were not serious. Pius Wagaman suffered a cut 
on the right hand and Burnell Leonard received painful toe 
injuries.

When the seriousness of the blaze 
was discovered calls were sent for 
additional companies. The alarm 
was sounded here about 2 o'clock. 


Little Damage to Church 


Attaching lines to fire hydrants 


on the six-inch line on Main street 
and the four-inch line nearer the 
school building on North street, fire- 
men declared that they found pres- 
sure too low to get an adequate sup- 
ply of water on the blaze. Hanover 
firemen soon turned their attention 
to the rear of St. Mary's church. 


Father Francis X. Feeser, rector, 


said today that although the rear 
of the church had been seared by 
the intense heat there was little 
damage. 
Not more than 25 feet 


separated the rear of the church 
from the school building. 


About 2:30 o'clock the first sec- 


tions of the roof collapsed and as 
Jlhe fire spread throughout the en- 
tire structure other parts dropped 
into the interior. Nothing remained 
but the brick walls at 5:30 o'clock.

enforcement of this act. It was also 
testified that the Industrial board 
had prepared regulations under the 
act and had held hearings on pe- 
titions for variations Ironi the act.

HITLER'S AIDES 
GIVEN AUSTRIAN 
CABINET POSTS 


Vienna. Feb. 16 (AP)—A govern- 


ment, with .Nazi influence ui a 
powerful role and two new cabinet 
ministers approved by Germany's 
Fuehrer Hitler, was installed in 
Austria today, although the Nazi 
party remained illegal within the 
nation. 


The change grew fiom confer- 


ences between Austrian Chancellor 
Kurt Schuschnigg and Hitler at the 
latter's Berchtesgaden retreat on 
Saturday. 


Schuschnigg remains as Chancel- 


lor, fighting as hi the past four 
years for Austrian independence, as 
opposed to Anschluss, or closer union 
of the two German-speaking coun- 
tries. 


Independence was preserved in 


the dramatic turn-over, but at the 
cost to Schuschnigg of taking into 
his government Hitler's personal 
friend, Arthur Seysz-lnquart, as 
minister of interior, with jurisdic- 
tion over police.

Harrisburg. Feb. 16 <AP).—A new 


commission to attract industry to 
Pennsylvania was in prospect today 
as the state's business men convened 
to consider oft-repeated assertions 
that taxes were driving business to 
other states. 


Conflicting: statements as to the 


effect of the Earle administration's 
policies on the Keystone state's in- 
dustries came from Governor George . 
H. Earle and Secretary George j( l 
Foss of the state Chamber of Com- 
merce on the eve of the Chamber's

Earle, announcing his plans to ap- 


point att industrial commission rep- 
resenting business, labor and govern- 
ment, declared: 


"We are fortunate in that the ef- 


forts of other-states to entice our in- 
dustries away from us, assisted in 
part by the misguided or malicious 
efforts of those who have sought to 
compare Pennsylvania unfavorably 
with other states, have been uni- 
formly without success." 


Foss asserted the Chamber would 


"throw the spotlight on state and 
federal policies that block the course 
of economic progress." 
He called 


Pennsylvania taxes "burdensome." 


Before the industrial commission 


was named, Earle said, the Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industry's inspec- 
tion bureau would get information 
from Chambers of Commerce and 
trade organizations showing what 
each locality had to offer business. 
With that data, the new state agency 
"will study the entire situation and 
formulate a program to. bring new 
industry into Pennsylvania," the 
Governor explained.

Deduction For Contributions 


Charitable contributions and gifts 


made by an individual are deduct- 
able within limitations provided by 
the revenue act. The organization 
to which the gift is made must meet 
several tests. The corporation, trust, 
community chest, fund or founda- 
tion must be operated exclusively 
for religious,, charitable, scientific, 
literary, or educational purposes, or 
for the prevention .of cruelity to 
children or animals: and if a sub- 
stantial part of its activities is 
carrying on propaganda or other- 
wise attempting; to 'influence legis- 
lation, it fails to pass the tests. No 
part 'of the organization's income 
may inure to the-benefit of any 
private stockholder- or individual. 


Contributions made to a mission- 


ary fund, church building fund, and 
for the benefit of other activities of 
the 
church are • deductible. Pew 


rents;'assessments,'and dues paid to 
churches' are .- regarded as con* 
tributions. Gifts to a corporation 
or-association organized or devoted 
to the advancement of learning are 
deductible. 
-Gifts to an individual are not 
deductible, but if made to a charit- 
able organization, as defined by the 
revenue act. may be deducted even 
though the organization distributes 
funds among "the individual bene- 
ficiaries. 


Contributions made to the United 


States, any State or Territory or 
political subdivision thereof, such 
as a city or town, or the District of 
Columbia, for -exclusively 
public 


purposes,' are deductible; 
for ex- 


ample, a gift of real estate to a city 
to be used perpetually as a public 
park is deductible. Also allowable 
are contributions to the special 
fund for vocational rehabilitation, 
to posts or organizations of war 
veterans and their auxiliaries in the 
United States, and to lodges, if 
used .ior religious, scientific, 
edu- 


cational, 
literary, 
or 
charitable 


purposes. 


In general, the deduction is limit- 


ed to 15 per cent of the net income, 
exclusive of the contributions. 


Corporate contributions are de- 


ductible when made to or for the 
use of a domestic corporation, do- 
mestic trust, or domestic community 
chest, fund, or foundation which 
meets the same tests as those made 
for recipients of individual contri- 
butions, but in the case of con- 
tributions or gifts to a trust, chest, 
fund, or foundation, only If 
the 


contributions or gifts are used in 
the United States. Deduction of 
corporate contributions is limited to 
5 per cent of the net income, ex- 
clusive of the contributions.

SUPER-HIGHWAY 
SYSTEM URGED 
TO AID JOBLESS 


Washington. Feb. 16 (AP).—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt examined today the 
possibility of constructing a national 
system of super-highways to put men 
to work without creating further 
heavy relief expenditures. 


The Chief Executive disclosed at 


his press conference Tuesday that he 
wants to find out whether the roads, 
partly through toll charges, could 
pay for themselves. 


His comment was in line with 


other recent expressions of his in- 
terest in self-liquidating' works proj- 
ects. 


Members of Congress who have 


been plugging for such super-high- 
ways for years were cheered by Mr. 
Roosevelt's attitude. 
From their 


mass of cost estimates and other fig- 
ures they supplied this picture: 


The 
roads, 
including parkway 


areas on each side of the traffic 
lanes, would be about 300 feet wide. 
Present proposals in Congress call 
for three between the east and west 
coasts and six or seven running 
north and south. They would cost 
about $6,000.000,000 to $8,000.000.000. 


The bureau of public roads has 


given the 
super-highways 
some 


thought, but Thomas H. MacDonald. 
bureau chief, said officials had not 
gone into details. 


Construction in Pennsylvania of a 


high-speed road between Harrisburg 
and Pittsburgh. MacDonald said, was 
being watched by federal officials 
with the problems of a national sys- 
tem in mind. 


Both Senator Bulkley, of Ohio, and 


Representative Snydcr. of Pennsyl- 
vania, have stressed the national de- 
fense phases of a highway system 
that would permit the swift move- 
ment of soldiers and equipment.
